Dear Editor: 

The recent media controversy 
over the so-called threats made by 
Louis Farrakhan, supporter of Rev. 
Jesse Jackson, raises the ques- 
tion: Whois Louis Farrakhan? And 
why has Jackson allied himself 
with and defended Farrakhan, 
whose separatist philosophy runs 
counter to Jackson's vision of a 
“rainbow coalition?” ' 

Farrakhan is reported as saying, 
with Rev. Jackson at his side: “!

Another 
Farrakhan statement at least indi- 
rectly threatened the reporter who 
revealed Jackson's derogatory 
reference to Jews. 

The emergence of Louis Farrak- 
han as a public figure began last 
year when he spoke at the 20th 
anniversary rally that commemo- 
rated Martin Luther King and the 
1963 March On Washington. Far- 
rakhan was next seen as partof the 
entourage that accompanied Rev. 
Jackson on his misison to Syria to 
free Lt. Goodman. 

The national publicity accorded 
Farrakhan (his statements made 
national news on the three major 
television networks last week) far 
exceeds any attention he received 
in the late sixties, and early seven- 
ties when he was a minister in the 
Nation of Islam, dubbed ‘Black 
Muslims’ by C. Eric Lincoin in a 
book he wrote about the 
organization. 


Farrakhan, who was national 


spokesman for Elijah Muhammad, 
the leader of the Nation of I¢iam: 
(NO}), was thought by some tq be 
heir-apparent to Mr. Muhammad. 
However, when Muhammad 
passed away in early 1975, his 
W.D. Muhammad was chosea ‘by 
acclamation to be the new leadar, : 
W.D. Muhammad gradually. 
transformed the NOI, leading His 
followers away from the Black 
separatist philosophy his father 
had preached. He changed: the 
name of the organization firet, <> 
the World Community of Al-Islam 
in the West, and later to the Ameri, 
can Muslim Mission, as it is‘ row 
known.

Church Without Walls offers

“Achurch without walls mov- 
ing in faith” is the theme of an 
outreach prison ministry 
assisting present and former 
inmates and their families. 

“We act as a liasion between 
those inside (prison) and fami- 
lies athome to help prepare the 
return and to give both a new 
expectation following the 
release,” said Clarence Cald- 
well, founder and president of . 
New Expectations. 

This Christian coalition goes 
into prisons to counsel, con- 
duct prayer meetings, Bible 
study and to provide other reli- 
gious and social programs.
